DR. M’GLYNN EXPLAINS. 


Once a Priest, Always a FPriest”’—An Act of 
Humanity. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTor. 

New Tonk, September 21-—‘‘Once a priest, 
always a priest, said Dr. MoGlynn yesterday 
when asked about his action of the previous 
night in administering the sacrament of ex- 
treme unction toadying man-. Such an oc- 
casion does not often occur, but when it does, 
it is contessedly right and proper, and even a 
duty, to do precisely whatI did. I knelt be- 
gide the man, prayed for him and gave him 
conditional absolation for his sins, hoping 


that he might be penitent. It is not true that 
Igave him the Holy Communion. Itis not 
customary for priests to carry the Holy 
Kucherist about them. But it is not unusual 
for priests to carry about with them what is 
called the *‘oil stock’’ containing the conse- 
crated oil with which oP in a unction is ad- 


ministered. Thie I keef ina little brass box 
with cotton which is saturated with 
I dipped wy thumb in this, made 
the sign of the cross on the dying man’s fore- 
head and used the words ordered by the 
church for such occasions.’’ 
Dr. MoGlynn stated that on only one other 
occasion since be left St. Stephen’s had he ad- 
ministered the sacraments of the church. 
A priest attached to the Oathedral Rectory 
gad: The only time a suspended priest is al- 
lowed to exercise his clerical function is at an 
occasion like this, when there is notime to 
secure a priest in good standing. The sacra- 
ments are forthe benefit of the soul which is 
atthe extreme point of life. Humanity de- 
manded Dr. McGilynn’s services as it would 
those of a physician even if he were out of 
the profession and taboved by his fellows for 
some cause. Even the outlaw may perform 
‘some citizen's duties in moments of great 
emergency.’’ 
The body of the unknown man remained at 
the Morgue all day yesterday and though 
many called it was not identified. It will be 
buried in Potter’s Field to-morrow.

Sullivan’s-Condition.

There 
have been many callers, mostly sporting men
